SUPERINTENDING SURGUL COMMITTEE, 





We have the honor of presenting to the town the last 
School Committee’s report before the abolition of the 
district system, and return to the old. town system which 
prevailed here as in other parts of the State for the first 
half century of the town’s history. 

The Prudential Committees have been unusually suc- 
cessful in securing teachers that have done good work. 
Weare all the more happy to say this because seven of the 
fourteen—one half—have been residents of Marlborough. 
There are yet other residents of the town that could be 
profitably employed to teach our schools. We do not 
mean to say that all our teachers have been equally suc- 
cessful ; there have been failures, and some schools have 
not been as good as might be wished. Here we would 
like to remark that parents ought not always to congrat- 
ulate themselves when their children bring home deport- 
ment cards marked perfect. It is well to inquire whether 
it really is a distinction, or a marking common to the 
greater part of the pupils of the same school. Neither 
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ought parents to be satisfied when their children’s exam- 
ination at the close of the term is brilliant; occasionally 
at such times there is the appearance of a great deal of 
knowledge which is not to be found at the beginning of 
the next term. Knowledge, indeed, easily slips out of 
the young head, but some teachers have a better faculty 
of making it stick than others; such teachers are to be 
preferred. Parents should satisfy themselves that per- 
manent acquirements are being gained before they applaud 
too loudly. Again, we should not be satisfied with 
teachers that merely please the scholars; they may do 
that without teaching them much or keeping good order. 
A teacher that is faithful and doing good work should be 
appreciated, although she is not making much show. 
Parents should visit the schools and inquire into what 
their children are doing, so as to recognize good work on 
the part of our teachers, and sustain them in carrying out 
all good rules and regulations. 

The history of the Grammar school in Dist. No, 2 
has been somewhat peculiar; there have been five teach- 
ers, and all have not been successful. ‘The district is 
under great obligation to Rev. Dr. McCollester for taking 
the school two weeks and putting it again into a good 
condition. Mrs. L. B. Wright took the school from him 
and carried out his plans very successfully, giving us 
seven weeks of excellent teaching. 

There is a wide difference in the size of the schools. The 
whole number of scholars in the Primary school of Dist. 
No. 2 for the winter term was seventy. When we con- 
sider that none of them were old enough to study very 
much, we can easily see that no teacher could give that 
personal attention to the scholars which they needed, but 
must deal with them almost entirely in the mass. 
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The whole number of scholars in No. 1 was three; not 
enough to create any enthusiasm. 

We had five schools in town the past year with less 
than twelve scholars, although there should be none. It 
is easily seen that these were very expensive schools 
as well as unprofitable. The average amount of money 
per scholar expended in Dist. No. 2 was five dollars and 
forty-one cents, while the average amount. per scholar in 
No. 1 was forty dollars and twenty-three cents—a great 
contrast, showing the need of a change if possible. 

We have in our hands a school report of 1868, showing 
that this great contrast in the number of scholars in the 
various districts has come about within a few years. In 
1868 there were nineteen scholars in Dist. No. 1; in 
1885, three. In the former year there were eighty schol- 
ars in No. 2, while there. were two hundred and fifteen in 
1885. No. 4had twenty scholars in 1868, and only four 
in 1885. We can imagine such a change in the business 
of the town and the families living in the farming dis- 
tricts as to restore the comparative equality in the distri- 
bution of scholars that once existed, so that there may be 
maintained profitably, schools in each of the eight districts 
into which the town has been divided. ‘This shows the 
need of some system by which each year the number of 
schools required for the convenience and profit of all the 
scholars may be maintained. The number of schools is 
liable to be varied any year by a change in the population. 
The town system supplies just this need, which by no 
means contemplates bringing all the children into the vil- 
lage, where the schools are generally too crowded already, 
but simply provides that the pupils may be brought 
together into schools of sufficient number to be profitable, 
and makes possible a change in the number and location 
of schools as the population fluctuates. 
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The whole number of scholars attending school in Dist. 
No. 2, as stated before, is two hundred and fifteen, while 
in the whole town there are but three hundred and twelve ; 
and yet that district has only a little more than half the 
money. 

The whole number of children between the ages of five 
and fifteen, reported by the Selectmen as living in town 
is 281; 152 boys and 129 girls. 

One-fourth of all the money expended for schools has 
come from the Asahel Collins fund, giving us longer 
schools than probably have ever been enjoyed before. 
The whole number of weeks of school in town as reported 
last year was two hundred and twenty-five ; this year we 
are able to report three hundred and three. 

We publish with our report the roll of honor, but we 
would remind those that read the names that other pupils 
deserve as much credit who have been present every day 
except when prevented by sickness. We add, also, a 
tabular statement, so that at a glance all the essential 
facts concerning our schools may be seen. All of which is

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act on the following subjects : 

1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

2. To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer and 
Clerk. - 

3. To choose a Collector of Taxes, and all other neces- 
sary town Officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

4. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the support of schools, for paying the town debts, and 
defraying the interest thereon, and for other necessary 
charges arising in said town, for laying out and repairing 
highways, sidewalks and building and repairing bridges, and 
for the maintainance of the poor. 

5. ‘To see how the town will dispose of the literary fund. 

6. To see how the town will divide the income of the 
ministerial fund. 

7. To see how the town will dispose of the dog tax 
remaining in the treasury on the first day of March, 1886. 

8. ‘To see what sum of money the town will appropriate 
to defray the expense of decorating the graves of soldiers. 

9. To hear. reports of agents, committees or officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote in relation thereto. 

10. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
in front of Frost Free Library or act in any manner in rela- 
tion thereto. 

11. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the old 
Bridle road, commencing at Dublin line near the old site of

the Capt. John Stone house and leading southwesterly inter- 
secting at the foot of the hill at the old red gate, the high- 
way leading from the residence of Samuel Jones to the out- 
let of the Stone pond near the mill, or to act in any manner 
in relation thereto. 

12. ‘To see what sum of money the town will appropriate 
to defray the expense of the clock on the Universalist 
church. 

13. Is it expedient that a convention be called to revise 
the constitution. 

14. To see what method the town will take to recover 
the money advanced to Charles A. Bemis to aid him in the 
publication of the Marlborough Town History, or to act in 
any manner in relation thereto. 

15. To see if the town will vote to construct a reservoir 
near EK. O. Woodward’s store for use in case of fire or to 
construct any other reservoir thought necessary by the board 
of fire wards, and appropriate money for the same, or act in 
any manner in relation thereto. 

16. To see if the town will take any action regarding the 
care and control of its cemeteries, or act in any manner in 
relation thereto.
